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man hates every dog except his own. Whether 

or not this is true, no doubt has ever been 
expressed that the Frenchman loves his own dog 
and cares for him as well as any one else. 

One of the most charming evidences of this 
affection for pets is the dog cemetery in Asnieéres, 
at the gates of Paris. It is situated on one of the 
most beautiful islands in the Seine. The island 
was formerly known as the “Ile des Ravageurs,” 
and was noted as a place where mysterious crimes 
and “apache” duels were wont to happen. Eugéne 
Sue has made use of this spot in many novels. 

Now this erstwhile infamous island is given over 
entirely to the “Cimetiére des Chiens d’Asniéres,” 
where more than 18,000 persons have buried their 
lamented pets. The names under which the graves 
are registered include those of a Grand Duke of 
Russia, a Princess of Belgium, a Princess of Coburg 
and an Infanta of Spain. 

The most recent addition to the canine inhab- 
itants of the cemetery is Broncho, the Scotch ter- 
rier mascot and wartime inseparable companion of 
the late Lieutenant Blair Thaw. He was in the 
plane with Lieutenant Thaw when he was shot 
down at the front on Aug. 15, 1918. Although 
Lieutenant Thaw died of his injuries, his mascot, 
although badly hurt also, survived. 

Broncho finally died on Nov. 30, 1925. His grave 
in the dog cemetery, pending construction of a per- 
manent monument, is decorated each day with 
flowers, and the clinging folds of the French and 
American flags above the flowers witness the mili- 
tary honors and achievements of the flying mascot. 

Many of the dogs buried at Asniéres are stage 
performers placed there gratefully by the owners 
for whom they have earned money all their lives. 
One such grave bears the inscription on the head- 
stone: “To Prince of Wales, also called Poulo Pidot, 
who appeared 406 times on the stage of the Théatre 
du Gymnase in ‘Mlle.

GENERAL PANGALOS, 
Premier of Greece, Who Has Proclaimed 
Himself Dictator. 


ICTATORSHIP seems to have become 
D fashionable in Europe. Mussolini and 

di Rivera set the precedents, with not 
wholly unsatisfactory results. During the 
recent financial crisis in France a sugges- 
tion that the country follow the example of 
Italy and Spain received serious considera- 
tion from a large body of public opinion. 

Now Greece has fallen into line with a 
self-declared dictator in the person of Gen- 
eral Pangalos, who for some time past has 
been Premier. His announcement came on 
Jan. 3 at a banquet given in his honor. Lit- 
tle or no opposition seems to have been ex- 
pressed, and he was greeted with an ovation, 
while regiments paraded in his honor. 

He has long been the leader of the mili- 
tary faction in Greece. He played an im- 
portant part in the revolution of 1922, which 
resulted in the banishment of King Constan- 
tine and the execution of five Royalist Min- 
isters and the Commander-in-Chief of the de- 
feated Greek Army in Asia Minor. He also 
forced the abdication of King George and 
the proclamation of the republic. In June, 
1925, he found himself strong enough to 
bring about another revolution which put 
him at the head of the Government as Prime 
Minister. Now he has taken the last step 
and proclaimed himself dictator. 

A manifesto issued by | » , following his 
assumption of supreme power, claimed that 
the Government of which he was Premier 
had met with uncompromising opposition 
from certain political leaders. Nevertheless 
the Government had followed a conciliatory 
policy, hoping to restore normal conditions. 
However, a statement issued by three lead- 
ers of the Opposition during the frontier 
crisis with Bulgaria had destroyed all hope 
of conciliation. Such actions, it was declared, 
were unparalleled in Greece’s history. Fur- 
thermore, it was claimed, grave nationai 
questions were in suspense, and it had be- 
come necessary to oppose internal activities 
which threatened to undermine the State. 
For these reasons, the manifesto concludes, 
“I shall take into my own hands the remain- 
der of executive power and continue to gov- 
ern the country with a view to the applica- 
tion of the program laid down from the 
very first, which consists of the unification 
of the republic and the entry of the country 
by free elections into a healthy and normal 
parliamentary life.”

HE sale and dispersal of Samuel] T. Shaw’s col- 

lection of pictures, which takes place at the 

American Art Association, New York, Jan. 16-22, 
will be a milestone, and a very prominent one, on the 
highway along which American art is steadily ad- 
vancing. The Shaw collection occupies a place that 
none other has ever filled, because it consists chiefly 
of canvases chosen by artists exhibiting in our fore- 
most picture shows, as the best, technically and artis- 
tically among the thousand hung; also because these 
pictures were done when our American painters 
had fairly settled into their stride and had given 
to American art, for the first time, a cachet all its 
own. 

Furthermore, Mr. Shaw has gathered and cherished 
these canvases because of his innate love of the 
beautiful and his sincere desire to encourage those 
men about him who were devoting their lives to art 
here in America, and has not only sympathized with

but put into practice Whistler’s dictum: “The final 
verdict on the merits of a picture must be that of the 
artist.” The Shaw collection is and will be of far 
more interest in the history of American art develop- 
ment than any group of “primitifs’”— who were under 
the sway of the great school of British portrait 
painters. 

The collection is noteworthy for another reason: it 
marks the epoch for a parting of the ways in Ameri- 
can art and strikingly differentiates the standards of 
taste between the romantic, poetic and ideal produc-

tions. and the now threatened radical movement of 


realistic rationalism. The artists who painted these 
canvases were one with us and our environment, and 
not men living apart, aloof, detached and outside the 
current of ccntemporary humanity. There is diversity 
in the types of men and their output—Benson, a pio- 


neer of broken, vibrant color; Theodore Robinson, our 


first impressionist, and with him Twachtman, Ocht- 
man and Hassam; Professor Weir and William M. 
Chase, eminent teachers; Wiggins, the animal painter; 
H. O. Walker and his appealing treatment of youth; 
Wyant, atmospheric, his pictures like the note of the 
hermit thrush in a deep wood; Metcalf and Redfield, 
portrait painters of nature; Murphy and Ranger, the 
twain who so long dominated landscape in the realm 
of art; McCord, Crane and Granville-Smith, imbued 
with sentiment of sea and sky; Gay, Volk, C. Ryder. 
H. Nichols, Curran, De Haven—but why go on when 
their canvases speak so eloquently ? 

And he who has made this collection, Mr. Shaw, 
combined in himself qualities very rarely found united 
in one individual, for he was an art student in youth 
and early manhood; indeed, in its widest sense he is 
one today, a steadfast patron of art, a connoisseur of 
catholic taste and, fortunate'y, never limited to con- 
siderations of how much should be expended whenever 
faced by the question of buying pictures or giving 
prizes. And here it must be recalled that the first 
Shaw Prize was given to encourage figure painting in 
order to combat the idea then prevailing that land- 
seapes was the Americans’ only field.

the enthusiastic hunter who is inclined to stifle 

a yawn of boredom as he pulls in a huge tarpon 
in Southern waters, or suffers with increasing ennui 
as he plunges through the Canadian woods seeking 
big game. 

Some one wiser than you or I has said words to 
the effect that “there is nothing new under the sun,” 
but at the time of his outburst he did not reckon on 
the fact that there is something new under the mid- 
night sun. For a travel bureau has come to light 
with headquarters at Oslo, Norway, which has opened 
up the northern regions for hunters and tourists, 
offering the icy attractions of this territory and 
journeys up into the pack ice which should furnish 
episodes over which yarns could be swapped in the 
days that follow such a memorable expedition. 

The animal life, naturally, is the most tempting 
feature of these polar regions for the sportsman. For

in few other places on our globe does the hunter find 
as varied and rich animal life as in the arctic region. 
Commander Ettore Peretti was a recent participant 
in such a venture, sailing northward in a first-class 
polar vessel with his hunting expedition. His efforts 


were rewarded by the grim excitement of walrus 
hunting and the bringing down of thirty polar bears. 

By reason of its position, Norway is the natural 
starting point for these expeditions into the arctic 
waters, and this was the jumping off place for Ettore 
Peretti, following a route that goes along the east 
coast of Svalbard, taking in Spitzbergen and the 
adjoining islands, and up toward Franz Josef’s Land 
us far as conditions for navigation permit, with a 
position of 80 degrees 30 minutes. 

The abundance of game in these frigid regions 
include the narwhal, white fox, polar bear, walrus, 
hooked seal, besides many specimens of wild birds. 
The climate in the arctic region varies from five to 
six degrees of heat during the day to a few degrees 
of cold during the night—a bit chilling, no doubt, to 
the venturer of Southern waters, but then it’s some- 
thing new for the sportsman who claims he has never 
in his adventuresome career had cold feet.
